vers rare Beafls , Birds , tijhes, Serpents , and other Rep¬ 
tiles ; as alfo feveral Rare luJeCts, Shells , Plants and 
FoJJilsy many of which he has obtained from the Cabinets 
of divers Curious P-erJotts, and procured others with no 
(mall Expence from all Parts of the Worlcl, as the fol¬ 
lowing Account will teftify. 

An AbflraSt of the firjl Decade has already been 
given in thefs? TranfatUons No. 284 • the fectmd in the 
Memoirs for the Curious for tire Month of December 
1707 5 and the third in the fame Memoirs in July 1709. 
We now proceed to the fourth sad fifth. 
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The firft Figure in this Table prefents you witfr a 
large Bill ot a Helmet-headed Philippine Bird , called 
Calao : Its Defer ip t ion, Aature , &c. may be feen in thefe 
Philofoph. Tranfacl. No. 285. p. 1594.17. and in Table 28 
aforegoing, is an entire Bird of this kind, there figured. 
Fig. 8 and 12. are two very beautiful Sponge-Corails from 
the fame Ifiands. Fig. 6 and 11. are two Plants from 
Madrafpatan , or fort St George. Fig. 9. A remarkable 
Shell called PeSunculus Venereus fronrthofe Parts. The 
reft are divers fmall lnft&s and Shells of our own Ijland, 
and not comnfcm. 

Fig. 1. Reprefents a very curious fort of Sea-Feather , 
from the Philippine IJles> doubly netted with black 
Threads. 3. Another Submarine from the fame Shoars: 
compos’d of many tangle-netted Filaments in a Globular 
Ball 3 both thefe fent to the Author , from the Learned 
Father George Jofeph Kamel. Fig. 2 and 9, are Luzone 
Shell r, the laft a Bivalve called Ducks bill from its Shape. 
You have a particular Accounsof it in thefe TranfaS. No. 
p. 2402. %%.Fig. 10, 11 and 12. are 3 rare Plants which 
the Curious Dr. Edward Buckley collected about Fort St. 
George. Fig. 5 and 8. are two new Kinds of Exotick 
InfeSs, between a Moth and Butterfly 3 fome part of their 
Wings,and commonly thatnear the middle, aretranfparent 3 
the Horns of the firft end crooked, the other thick and 
ftrait: Both thefe from Carolina , where there are divers 
kinds of them. Fig. 4, 6 and 8. are Engliff) Infe&s. 

This Table begins with a very odd fort of Lentil from 
Madrafpatan t with fpotted round Leaves. Fig. 4.’ is a 
large fort of Tea, with red Flowers as big as a Rofe 3 in 
China , from whence it comes, they call it Swa Tea. vid. 
AS. Phil. No. 246. p. 396. Fig. 8. An elegant fort of 
Androface from Chufan • Fig. 3, 5, 9, and 11. are Ame¬ 
rican Infefts from Carolina , Maryland , and Virginia. Fig. 
7. A Moth from Gurney 3 its body girdled with Gold* 
Silver, Black, and changeable, fo beautiful I never yet 
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from that part have feen its like. Fig. 10 and 12. are 
two varieties of very curious Englifh Moths, which for 
their Beauty and Spots are call’d Royal Leopards. 
tab. The 3d Icon in this Table gives you the Figure of 
xxxiv. the famous China Tallow Tree, of which Father le Cotnpte , 
p. 101. gives the Description, in his Hi (lory of thofe 
Parts: Here you foe it both in Flower and fruit. The 
1 ft and 2d are two Cape Plants. Fig, 10. is a ftrange 
Fruit found on the Shoars of the Orkney JJles , and is the 
fame with another the Author received from the Philip - 
pines ; but the Plant that produces it is not yet known. 
Fig. it . An odd fort of Agnus Caftus, with round hoary 
Leaves, from Chufan and the Crocodile Jftets, To thefe 
are added 3 English Butterflies, and as many Sea Nerrt 
Shells. 

tab. The four firft are the Figures of as many fmall 
xxx y. Englifh (and for the moft part blueilh) occulated But¬ 
terflies. Fig . 6 , 8, 9, and 1 o. are alfo Native Shells and 
Foil'lls. Fig. 5'. gives you one of the largeft kind of 
Curculio or Pipe-Beetles yet feen, from the Bay of Bengal. 
Fig. 7 and 11. are two Trees from the Ifland Cheuxan , 
or Chufan, communicated to the Author by that Wor¬ 
thy Phyfkian, and Curious Colle&or of all Rarities, 
Dr. Hans Sloane , Secretary to the Royal Society. The 
Lift in this Table is a rare fort of Sea Plant , which Fa¬ 
ther Kami > that Sagacious and Learned Naturalift, font 
the Author from the Philippine Ifles. 
tab. The bulk of this Plate is taken up with the Figures 
xxxvi. Q f j or ^ Chufan Plants, the laft of which, No. 8. is 
a very elegant kind of Fagara with welted Stalks. This 
Induftrious Author has atfo difeover’d feveral other 
forts of this Tare and Medicinal Plant from thofe Parts. 
Fig 4. reprefents a very ftrange ferrated Bone, fome- 
w-hat refembliog the Prift is five Serra Cluf/j, and is fup- 
pofed to belong to fome Fifh. Fig. 3, 4, 5, 6, 9, and 
10, ■ are Englifh InfeSfs, the laft very rare and of a pecu¬ 
liar 
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liar Species. The laft is a flat round deflated Echinus , 
f: and on the Coafts of China by that Curious Natura- 
lift and Surgeon Mr. James Cunningham. T . % ; , 

The largelt Figure in this Table, is the true Turme- xx'xvn 
rick of the Shopps, which is here very neatly del, n a ted 
from a defign of Father Kitmel, who ('contrary to the 
Opinion of Mattbiolus , Cordus, and even fome later Wri¬ 
ters) fays, that the Long and Round rooted are the fame 
Plant, viz. the Uji is the Parent or tuberous Glands, 
and the Long its Branches or Offsprings : The lundry 
Names and Vertues are largely deferibed by him in the 
Appendix to Mr. Ra/s 3d Volume, p. 23. Fig. 4 gives 
you a large Broom-rape with a purple Flower, found wild 
in the fandy Places of Barbary, where its call’d by the 
Inhabitants there Danoon : And in the lad place you 
have the Figure of the Broom itfelf, to which it grows: 

Its call’d in their Arabick Language Rorum : It bears a 
whitilh Flower, and probably is the fame which the Spa¬ 
niards call Retama. The fmaller Figures are of divers 
Eafl-India Infects, chiefly from Luzone , with fome Fruits 
from thence, and one from Gainey. 

The beginning of this Table continues the Figures of xxxvitl. 
other Fruits from Gainey , Jamaica , and Luzone , with 3 
rare Beetles and a Butterfly from the laft Place. The 
reft are feveral Plants obferv’d in Barbary , and delinea¬ 
ted there by Mr. John James , a Surgeon, about A. D. 

1680. where he had been a Captive near 20 Years, and 
in that time had made feveral Remarks on the Plants 
of thofe Parts, and has defign’d the chief of them; a 
Mamfcrijjt of which, with his Observations on them, 

Mr. fames Petiver } the Author, has ftill by him. Fig. 7. 
is a wild Oat from thence, which the Moors call Khortan 5 
it is ripe in May. Fig. 8. Mitiniam y which fignifies ftre/rg y 
is a Plant with a yellow Flower , and Leaves like Tyme ; 
of its Bark^ they make Cords and Ropes , as wc do of 
Hemp. Fig. 9. is a yellow pentapetalous Flowery with

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fma.ll ferrated Leaves. The lafthasa carneousor reddifh 
Flower, and feems a fort of Carline Thiflle 3 the Natives 
call it 7 ickuntoos 3 it Flowers in April: The Roots are of 
a very hot tafte, and by them much ufed in Powder to 
warm cold Stomachs* 

Fig. 1. Reprefents a fmall Berry-bearing Barbary Plant, 
xxxix. which grows on Rocky Mountains, and is called by the 
Moors, Fox-grapes'- Fig. 3. gives you another, call'd there 
JLorpon. Fig- 2. is a Curious Flying Lizard, or Flying 
Dragon, fent delineated to the Author trorn Father Ka¬ 
mel. Fig. 8. is a red warty Mufhroom from Barbary, 
with a bloody Juice 3 it is called by the Natives there 
Turtootbs Bargafham, and grows a foot high. Fig. 9. is an 
odd fort of thorny Locufi, or Qrajhopper , brought by Mr 
Ranees Cunningham from Chufan. The reft are feme rare 
Fruits, and Butterflies with their Catterpillars, and parti¬ 
cularly a very ftrange hairy one with a Pea like Coffin, 
which is not ufual. 

TAB The 5 following are uncommon Barbary Plants, viz. 
Xxxx. Fig. 1- A fort of naked-flower’d, or bald Da fie, with 
Leafy Stalks 3 its called there Tufolha, and Flowers in 
March- Fig. 2. is a woody ftalk’d Plant full of Flowers. 
Fig. 5. A Dafle-Aowetd Plant with final! nocht Leaves. 
Fig. 8. Seems a fort of Aloes with Pnooth frofty Leaves, 
pig. 10. is a low Plant with a blue Flower and yellow 
bottom, flowering in May. Fig. 9. is a beautiful Iguana, 
or large edible Lizard, with a blue Head: You lee a 
Defcription of it, which Father Kamel lent the Author, 
in the Philofot>b. Tranfatl- No. 518. Fig. 3. is a Moth 
from Bengal, with part of its Wings transparent 3 and 
the next is a Butterfly (romMadrafpatan, finely marked and 
fpotted. Pig. 6 and 7. are two very odd Infe&s from 
Luzon*. Fig. 11, 12 and 13. are the Moth, Catterpillar , 
and Coffin, feeding upon a large fort of Philippine A. 
rum called Biga. Fig. 14. (hews you the Fruit of the 
true Oriental Anaeardium, fo rarely met with in the 
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Druggifts Shops. The Author has lately difcovered the 
Tree from whence it comes, and has got Branches 
of its Leaves and Flowers , which he promiles to j Fi¬ 
gure. 

This Decade and Table begins with divers Luzone In - tab* 
fe8\ The firft is a lort of Bugg , curioufly coloured with XLI ‘ 
green, yellow, white, black, and red 5 this feeds on the 
Lupine-leaved Malabar Crotolaria, or RattleTroom . The 
next is a pale green fhining Dor , or Comb-chaffer , from 
its Horns when expanded refembling a Comb. Fig. 3. 
is a very elegant fort of Cochineal ^ its Sheaths being 
alternately ftrcak’d with a changeable green and copper 
luftre. Fig. 5. is an odd fort of Infeft with 3 lharp 
Horns; its Head and Body black, the laft mixt with 
white$ it hath a dancing flight like our Gnats. Fig. 6 : 
a Bugg wholly green, fuppcs’d to change from Fig. 1. 

The true Amomum is here accurately Figured at No. 8. 

A large and very exadfc Defcription of this, and its many 
Vertues , may be feen in the Dendrology of Mr Ray’s 3d 
Volume, p. 89. as alfo in the AS. Philofoph. No. 248. 
p. 2 i Fig. 4. 7. 9. and 12. are uncommon Barbary Plants , 
taken from the Defigns of the Manufcript Herbal, men* 
tioned in the 38 th Table , which was prefen ted to the 
Author by Mr. John Thorpe , Apothecary. Fig. 10 and 
11. are two Moths caught in the Bay of Bengal , by Mr. 

Henry Smyth , who made a Prefent of them and divers 
others, which he had collected in thofe Parts, to Mr. 

'James Petiver. 

The firft Figure is of a Wood from India , which the tab. 
Portugueze call Pao de Cobra , i. e. Lignum Colubrinum , or 
Snake-wood • The Bark is much bitterer than the Wood, 
which refembles that of Tamarisk- Fig. 2. 3. and 5. are 
Luzone Beetles , taken from Father Kamel's Defigns. Fig . 

6 . 9. 10. and 11, &c . are feveral uncommon EngHJh In¬ 
fers. Fig. 7. is a Plant with a Jafnsin Flower , whofe 
Leaves tarte and fmell like Worm-wood 3 it grows on the 
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Sea-Coafts of the Philippine Ifler $ from whence a!fo 
come the feveral odd Fruits , figured at 4. 8. 10. and 14. 
The laft but one is a large Ion gNutt-meg- with its Mace 
on it, found wild on the Mountain B dete. 

Fig. 1. Is a round, pointed, umbilicated Leaf of a Lu- 
zone Free cal.’d Balanti , whole Root they commend in 
Fluxes. The next is another Tree with a large Plane or 
Maple Leaf, the Wood of which is very brittle. Fig 3. 
4. 5. and the two laft, are divers Philippine Infetfs. Fig. 
6 and tj. are two Squills, a 'greater and left, from the 
fame Coafts. Fig. 7, &c. \s the Leaf, Flower and Fruit 
of a great fhady Tree called the Black Zapotl 5 the pulp 
of the Apple is black, and tafts like a Plumb \ but be¬ 
fore it is ripe, it pricks the Mouth like the Roots of our 
Arum or Wake Robin. The Brittle-tree at Fig. 11. has 
an angular Maple Leaf with a fteilatcd Flower and fmall 
Berry . Fig. 14. a very rare Bird remarkable for its two 
eared tufts on the Head, and ruff about its Neck. This 
Mr Bay calls Col y mb us crijlatus , the Creftcd l oon , or Liver , 
but its Head is not there fo well expreft as in the Au- 
thod S Figure , who has the Bird it felt Caught in England, 
tho’ very rare. 

The 6 firft Figures are of divers forts of Scarlet Peafe , 
called Anacoik and Jbrus, from Quiney and both the In¬ 
dies. The other ff.markables are a large Saw-kill'd 
Bird from Surinam , called Toucan , finely mark’d with 
black, white, yellow and red. Fig. 13. is a rare fort of 
Remora , of Stop-Ship, with ~a very taper Body. See its 
Dejciiprion in the A8. Philofoph. No. 302, 24. Fig.. 

id and 11, are two Philippine Plants , the fir ft a fort of 
Vifco-Alofs , or Flowring Miffeloe 5 the other the Cardndas 
oi Garcias , according to the Opinion of Father Kamel $ 
its Fruit is of a pl-eafant roughifh Stveetnefs, and full of 
fmall Grains. 

In the middle of this Plate is delineated a very 
ftrange Centaur-like Monjier, born in the Philippine I-

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jlands 5 an Account of which Father Kjmel has given 
in the AU. Phil. No. 307. Pig. 1 and 2. are the Leaf 
and Wood of a Tree? which lail and its Root are both 
Alexipharmick arid T'aumatick. Pig. 3. is a fort of 
Rock or Tree-Oyfter, call’d by fome a Hammer-Shell from 
its Shape. Fig. 5, 6 and 13* are three rare Moths ^ the 
firft and laft Englifi , and to be feen only in the t abinets 
of the Curious, viz. Dr .Slows, Mr .Dan ridge, &c; 

The other a very elegant one from Chufan, white, with 
fcaikt Spots and edges. Fig. 7 and 8. is the rugged 
and Kernel of a ftrange Tree, call’d in the Philip - 
pines Hoho n. Fig■ 9, ic, and 1 1. are the Fruit, &c. 
of the Scarlet Zapotl, which the Chimfe call Xi-cu. Thefe 
they dry in the Sun like bigs, and eat them in their 
Deferts fteep’d in Wine, and fprinkled with Sugar and 
Cmamon. Fig. 12. feems to be an impreffion or an Eti- 
trochus on a fort of Iron Stone. This Dr. Chr. Max. Spener, 
PhyGdan to the King of Prujjia , and Fellow both of 
the Imperial and.

In this Table are great variety of divers Curiofities. TAB - 
Fig. 1. ds a particoloured American Serpent, girded with 
wnite and black, and fpotted with the laft.

Its beautiful Flower in full big- 
nefs j and 4 is its ripe Pod. By thus feeing this profitable, 
and rare Plant in its different States, it may be the eaGer 
difeovered in the South-Sea, and other Places, as it has 
lately been in Jamaica ; 5. is a fort of Long-Ptpper , 

call’d in New Spain, Mecaxochitl. This they mix with 
their Chocolate, to give it a more pleafant tafte, and to 
correct he Breath. 6 Another fort, fuppoled for the 
fame ufe, found in the Spani/h IVejl-lndia Ships that 
were burnt at Vigo. 7. A particular Unicorn Shell from 
Nevis, with alternate hollows on its twirls. 8. A very 
ftrange Tree from New Spain, with a Tulip-Flower, and 
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like a. Birds fief growing out of it. 9. is a fprig of 
the Cortex Peru, or Jefrits Bark , as figured by Monfieu/ 
Pomt. Here the Author promises a Guinea to the firft 
Perfon that brings or fends him a fair Specimen or 
Branch of its Leaves, with Flower and Fruit on it, 
which,’tis now hop’d,- the South-Sea Trade may eafiiy 
difcover and bring over.

Otter- 
pillar and Coffin. Fig. 6, 7, and 8 another fomewhat 
bigger, of a Golden luftre, with its Mutations. 5. is alfo a 
fmooth green Cantharus or long Beetle j with 9. a houfe 
Cock-roach , very like ours, which the Natives there give 
inwardly to kill Worms in Children^ they drink alfo 
their Afhes, bruifed and mixt with Sugar: They lay them 
to Ulcers and Cancers to fuppurate. Fig. 11 and 12. are 
Philippine Plants ; the firft a Fern j the other, tho’ rank’d 
amonft them, is fuppofed to be a ScAndent bacciferous 
Herb.
